William Leffingwell, Indian fight­ 
er, Civil war veteran, war depart­ 
ment official, while spending the 
last days of his life at the govern­ 
ment veterans 
hospital—he is tv 
years old—affords the other patient* 
as much am usem ent as they could 
get out of books by his stirring tales 
of the early west. 
Barely 21 years old. young lu ff­ 
ing well was lured to the new west 
back in 1853 bv a spirit of adventure 
th at caused him to desert his east­ 
ern home to fight Indians. 
The old m an delight! in talking 
of his adventures. His early life was 
one of hardship and disUluslOtl- 
ment. Riding back and forth across 
the plains, fighting 
the 
warring, 
marauding Indians, battling the ele­ 
ments— th a t was the life he lived. 
Stirring Romance. 
He tells of what he calls the 
most stirring bit of romance he ever 
saw —a daring rescue in the midst 
of a hot fight. 
•'General William 8 Carney, un­ 
der whom I was serving at the time, 
waa a great Indian fighter,” Lef­ 
fingwell said 
“He hated the red 
men with all the great heart th at 
was In him, unjust as th a t feeling 
hay have been 
His hate was a 
consuming passion and his motto. 
'See an Indian—then kill him.' On 
this expedition he was using as a 
guide an Indian youth who had 
been captured and held prisoner 
since childhood by the tribe we 
were moving against—a band of 
8ioux. 
"I never knew what the guide’s 
name was. but I called him Tasso. 
after a character in one of Byron's 
poems. W ith Tasso's help we suc­ 
ceeded in bottling up the enemy In 
a ravine some miles from Ash Hol­ 
low on the North Platte rifer. 
"W hat followed wa* nothing short 
of butchery In the midst of the en­ 
gagement while the firing was in­ 


cessant. Tasso rode right up to the 
Indian lines, and gave his warhocp 
Several concealed enemies shot at 
him from close range. At the same 
time a voting squaw row from the 
brush within three rods of Taaso's 
mule. 
"He helped her mount and the 
two rode sway unharmed. It was 
one of the bravest things I ever 
saw. When the battle was over and 
we had captured all the women, 
children 
and 
provisions,

sister. She had been taken by the 
Sioux at the same

had. 
They rode together at the head of 
our column of prisoners on the re­ 
turn march.”

Leffingwell was bom in Crawford 
county. Tennessee, Ainu 
29. 
1832. 
He spent his childhood as a bond* 
boy on a farm in the community, 
which was the custom for children 
whose parents 
died 
before 
they 
reached manhod or womanhood 
In Civil W ar. 
Leffingwell enlisted in the army 
in 1853. He immediately was sent 
west. He was in the Dakotas when 
the Civil war broke out. 
His com­ 
mand was assigned to the Army of 
the Potomac 
He fought in this 
army until the end of the struggle. 
During the latter days of the war 
he was promoted to the rank of 
major. 
When the Union army waa re­ 
organized In 1866. Ma J. Leffingwell 
was given an assignment in the 
war departm ent at Washington. He 
remained there until his retirem ent 
in the 90'*. 
Some of the honors which have 
been accorded him include member­ 
ship in the Major J. Singleton tent. 
Daughters of Union Veterans. 
Leffingwell came to Denver a 
year ago from his farm In Penn­ 
sylvania.

Van Alen said. 
“It is an entirely 
different type of architecture and 
based on my studies of buildings in 
America and Europe. 
“Instead of the 
usual 
vertical 
lines this building is a combination 
of vertical and horizontal lines, the 


! horizontal lines being used to ae- 
! centuate the vertical lines. One of 
the new things about the building 
is its metal copings and metal or­ 
nam entation.”

Told Need of Tax 
Revision Group. 
OMAHA, Feb. l l —(*>—His views 
on ’ tapping new sources of reve­ 
nue’’ for the schools were outlined 
by 8tate Supt. Charles W. Taylor 
speaking here this afternoon before 
the Nebraska School Boards Execu­ 
tive association. 
"Our legislatures have made a 
beginning,'* he said, "but have done 
nothing to help the schools lrom 
any source, and very little to help 
any other pan of local govern­ 
ment.” 
Again he declared that the old 
property tax Is inequitable in oper­ 
ation and unsatisfactory in results. 
In the leading countries of the 
world, he declared, It has been su- 
1 perseded by more effective devices. 
"A tax revision commission could 
be set up,” he suggested, "composed 
of some expert tax authorities and 
* typical outstanding business men In 
the state. Hasty and ill advised leg­ 
islation on such a subject is likely 
to prove disastrous to the cause of 
permanent tax reform. 
"Any sort of new legislation on 
this subject should come only a t­ 
ter the investigatio s and reports of 
an outstanding, dependable, tact- 
finding commission.” 
Other speakers on the program 
are Attorney Gereral C. A. Soren­ 
sen, Walter J Black, secretary of 
the State High School Athletic as-
